crs of Torrance now than ever
anticipated,” Dr, Wood said.

“When wu assumed control of
the . elementary schools from
Los Angeles, we thought we
would have a total enrollment
of about 1,600 pupils, This ftig-
ure has grown to more than
2,000 pupils. The high school
snrollment was anticipated at
between 860 to 600 pupils. There
are 700 enrolled there now.

“Where we thought that we
would have to provide teachers
and classrooms for 2,000 to 2.
200 pupils, it develops that from
kindergarten through high
school we are educating 2,700
children,

“To place these classes under
one Boar:l of Edv«ation, one ad-

unified tax rate will mean a
tremendous saving to the tax.
payers, This is accompished by
unification of the schools.

“To have the children follow
one sound educational policy
throughout their school years is
a great benefit to them, and
this can be accomplished only
by a unified school district
getup.

“It is entirely in keoping with
the ‘trend of education, aund a
program recotnmended | highly
by leading educators through.
